Pital Statistics. 


HEALTH OF ENGLISH TOWNS. 

In seventy-six of the largest English towns, including London, 8,352 births 
and 5,189 deaths were registered during the week ending Saturday last, 
September 2nd. The annual rate of mortality in these towns, which had 
been 17.5, 17.4, aNd 17.3 per 1,0c0in the three preceding weeks, was again 
17.3 Per 1,000 last week. The rates in the several towns ranged from 4.3 in 
Hornsey, 8.0 in Burton-on-Trent, 8.2 in King’s Norton, 8 4 in Handsworth 
(Staffs), 9.2 in West Bromwich, 10.0 in Smethwick, 10 1 in Reading, and 11.0 
in Bournemouth, to 21.4 in Bury, 21.6 in Salford, 22.1 in Preston, 22.4 in 
Liverpool, 22.6 in Manchester, 25.2 in Grimsby, 25.8 in Hanley, and 26.6 in 
Sunderland. In London the rate of mortality was 17.2 per 1,000, while it 
averaged 17.4 per 1,0co in the seventy-five other large towns. The death- 
ratefrom the ec infectious diseases in the seventy-six townsaveraged 
48 per 1.000; in London this death-rate was equal to 4.4 per 1,000, while 
among the seventy-five large provincial towns the rates ranged upwards to 
73in Hanley, in Wolverhampton, and in Hull, 8.oin Bury, 8.1 in Ipswich, 8.2 
mn Burnley and in York, 8.5 in Sunderland, 9 o in Wigan, 9.5 in Walsall, 
104 in Preston, and 16.1 in Grimsby. Measles caused a death-rate of 1.6 
in Swansea and 2.1 in Merthyr Tydfil; whooping-cough of 1.5 in West 
Hartlepool; and diarrhoea of 6.5 in Hull, 6.8 in Wolverhampton, 7 2 in 
Burnley and in Sunderland, 7.3 in Hanley, 7.4 in Ipswich, 7.6 in York, 7.8 
in Wigan, 8.0 in Bury, 9.5 in Walsall, 10.4 in Preston, and 16.1 in Grimsby. 
The mortality from scarlet fever, from diphtheria, and from enteric 
fever showed no marked excess in any of the large towns. No fatal 
case Of small-pox was registered last week either in London or in 
any of the large provincial towns, and no small-pox patients remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, September 2nd, in any of the 
Metropolitan Asylums Hospitals. The number of scarlet fever patients 
in these hospitals and in-the London Fever Hospital at the end of 
last week was 2,873, against 2,670, 2,735, and 2,762, at the end of the three 
preceding weeks ; 427 new cases were admitted during the week, against 
355, 361, aNd 343 in the three preceding weeks. 


HEALTH OF SCOTCH TOWNS. 

DuRinc the week ending Saturday last, September 2nd, 836 births and 496 
deaths were registered in eight of the principal Scotch towns. The annual 
rate of mortality in these towns, which had been 13.8, 15.1, aNd 14.0 per 
1000 in the three preceding weeks, rose again to 14.8 per 1,0co last 
week, but was 2. ; per 1,000 below the mean-rate during the same period in 
the seventy-six large English towns. Among these Scotch towns the 
death-rates ranged from 10.2 in Leith and 1:2 in Aberdeen to 15.7 in 
Glasgow and 17.2 in Dundee. The death-rate from the principal infectious 
averaged 2.9 per 1,000 in these towns, the highest rates being 
recorded in Glasgow and Dundee. The 244 deaths registered in Glasgow 
included 6 which were referred to measles, 3 to diphtheria, 8 to whooping- 
oea were recorded in urgh; 10 0 oea in 

Dundee, 5 in Aberdeen, and 2 in Greenock.
